Sir : — In compliance with law, I have the boDor to submit the 
aDQu&l report of this DepartmeDt for the year eDdiog September 
30th, 1899, exhibiting by tabulated statements the sources from 
which the revenue of the State is derived, and the receipts and dis- 
bursements of same from the lat of October, 1898, to the 30tb of 
September, 1899, both inclusive, and also sucb other information 
as it is made ray duty by law to submit for your consideration. 
Since the date of my last report, October lat, 1898, the State 
Treasurer has received and properly certified to this Department, 
and my receipts issued for the sum of 4^3,671,932.46 which has 
been charged to his account on the books of this office. 

Executive warrants drawn ou the Treasurer, under the General 
Appropriation Act and tlie several special appropriation Acts, 
amounting to $3,353,213.31 have been audited by me and paid 
by him for the same peiiod and his account credited therewith.

Thinking a statement showing the total assessed value of the 
State for each year beginning with the year 1879, covering a period 
■of twenty years, giving valuation of the general property and the 
property of railroads separately, and the State tax levy for each of 
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said years, would be of general interest, I have tabulated, witb- 
mnch care, these statistics, which I submit below. 

It will be observed that, notwithstaodiug the coDtinued largt^ 
annual increases in the value of the taxable property of the State, 
the rates of taxation have also increased correspondingly, thus 
greatly increasing from year to year the burden of taxation on the 
people of the State.

The property of railroads having charter exemptions from ao' 
ad valorem tax, but are taxed upon their net incomes, and that of 
the Wesiera & Atlantic and the Northeastern Bailroad both being 
the propety of the State is not included in the value of railroad 
property in the above table. This property is estimated to be 
worth' at least eighteen million dollars, which, if added, would 
make the total value of this property about sixty-two million 
dollars. 

It will be observed from the foregoing statement that up to the 
year 1893 the increases yi the 'assessed value of the property varied 
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■from fifteen to twenty millions, so that ia the year 1893 the total 
assessed value of our property ran up to $463,753,534; but since 
that year our valuations have steadily decreased, until, in 1898, 
onr aseessments have been reduced to a total of $411,813,911 — 
showing a total decrease, in seven years, of nearly $62,000,000, but 
which is not an unreasonable reduction, considering the unprece- 
-dented financial depression which has prevailed throughout all 
flections during the period referred to. 

I am of the opinion, however, that we have reached the low- 
water mark in our assessments, and that in future we will maintain 
the valuations of this year, with possibly small increases annually. 
It will be observed from the foregoing tabular statement that the 
valuation of the property of the State returned and entered on the 
tax digests of the several counties of the State for 1899 shows 
an increase over last year's figures of $3,808,674, and the rail- 
road property au increase of $1,238,903 — making an aggregate 
increase for this year over the last year of $5,047,577. To exhibit 
in detail to what extent the chief and more important classes of 
the property of the State have increased in value, I have prepared 
the lollowing statement :

The increases, where they are shown iu the above exhibit, I am 
inclined to think, result largely if not entirely from amendments 
made by the last Legislature in our tax laws, except in the item of 
manufacturing property, a large part of the increase in this, coming 
from newly created property and not from increase on old property, 
I have also prepared a separate statement of the annual assessments 
of the property of colored tax-payers in this State, beginning with 
the year 187S), and bringing same to the present year, in order that 
it may be seen what progress in the acquisition of property is made 
by this class of our citizens :

AMENDMENTS OF OUR REVENUK LAWS. 

This question, as you are aware, was carefully considered by the 
Legislature at its last session, and by a joint resolution of the Sen- 
ate and House, approved December 22d, 1898, a conamiltee, com- 
posed of some of the wisest, most conservative and conscientious 
members of both branches of this honorable body, was appointed 
to make an exhaustive investigation of our entire Revenue System,, 
and embody in a eompreheusive bill to be presented to that body 
at its October session of this year, such additions and amendment* 
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to tbe present tax laws of the State as their investigation of the 
question mi^bt surest. 

This committee has devoted several weeks to the consideration 
of the subject, fallj realizing the great importance of their work, aod 
having exhausted every possible means for obtaining light on tbe 
question, I have no doubt that tbe bill framed by them will fully rem- 
edy the present glaring defects of tbe system which has obtained 
in this State for so many years. In view of this fact, it will there- 
fore be unnecessary for me to make any suggestions oa this subject 
as required by law, except concerning needed amendmenta-to two 
Acts which may possibly not have been called to tbe attention of 
this committee. I refer to Sections 901 and 902 of the Code of 
1895 prescribing tbe compensation of levying officers in tbe case 
of tax 6. fas. 

This law does not authorize compensation of these ofBcers for 
levying State and county tax fi. fas. unless their costs are made out 
of the defendant; which is unjust in cases of tax ti. fas. issued 
against delinquent poll tax payers having no property out of which 
to enforce said taxes. The proper discharge of this duty by sheriffs 
and constables involves considerable time and labor together with 
necessary personal expenses incurred in performing these duties, 
aad tbe State or counties should pay the costs in all such cases. 
The injustice of the Acts referred to above is further demonstrated by 
reference to Section 860of the Code wherein ordinaries, county judges 
commissioners of roads and revenues, or other tribunals authorized 
by law to pass upon insolvent lists of tax collectors are prohibited 
from doing so except upon returns of tax executions with entry of 
proper legal officer of " do property." 

Thus it will be seen that these officers are absolutely required to 
make returns of these fax fi. fas. after making personal search to 
ascertain that the parties have no property — and all without com- 
pensation. This fact naturally makes these officers indifferent 
about enforcing the fi. fas., and it makes it almost impossible for 
tax collectors to settle their accounts with the State in terms of 
the law. I therefore recommend that the law be amended so as 
to provide for the payment of the costs of levying officers ia such 
cases, and that a limit be prescribed as to the time in which these 
officers shall be required to make their returns on the fi. fas,, thus 
Militating settlements of tax collectors. I also recommend the 
amendment of paragraph 11 of Section 4082 of the Code of 1895 
(which requires justices of the peace to make lists of names of all 
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persona liable to tax od property or poll in their respective dis- 
tricts and returu same to the receiver of tax returns at the secoDcl 
roand to receive tax returns iu their respective districts in each 
year) so as to provide reasonable compeDsation for tbig service. 
The present law makes no provieioo whatever for the payment of 
these officers for the performance oT this important duty, and the 
result is that the receivers of tax returns are seldom furnished with 
these lists. Thus it will be seen that the State and counties lose a 
large amount of taxes annually, which might, and doubtless would, 
he collected if the law was amended in this particular. 

WILD LAND LAWS NEED AMENDMENT. 

I again renew my recommendation that the law prescribing how 
unreturned wild lands shall be sold for taxes, and also bow the 
same may be redeemed after having been sold, be amended. The 
law now authorizes sheriffs to hold for two years the surplus arising 
from the sale of said lands, subject to redemption by the owners. 
I respectfully recommend that this provision of the law be amended 
so as to require sheriffs to pay over to the tax collectors of their 
counties all surplus received from the sale of said lands on the day 
of sale and that tax collectors be required to make sworn reports 
of each lot sold, itemizing the taxes, State and county, and the 
costs incurrea, and transmit the said report to the Comptroller- 
General, and the State taxes and surplus to the State Treasurer, the 
surplus to be h^Id by the Treasurer as a separate fund, for payment 
to the owners of the lauds. The purpose of this amendment is to 
put such funds in the custodj of the State, where they properly be- 
long, aud where the owners of these lands, who most generally 
reside outside of the counties where the lands are sold, may redeem 
them without expense. 

Many applications have been made to me by owners of wild land, 
sold under the present law, for information concerning these sales, 
the names of purchasers, the amount of the taxes, costs, etc., in 
order that they might redeem them, but having no record of the 
sales it was impossible for me to give the information, and their 
lands have been in many instances lost. 

TAXES ASSESSED AGAIKST PROPERTY IN THE HANDS OF 
RECEIVERS. 

Quite a large amount of property, after being returned for tax- 
ation, is placed in the hands of receivers by United States and 
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State courts, aod ior thie reasoD we experience much difficulty in 
getting settlements of these taxes, not being allowed to haveexecu- 
, tions levied on the property. I would therefore suggest that ao 
Act be passed authorizing fi. fas. issued for ta.^es to be levied on 
property held by receivers if not paid when due.
